By checking on your requirements for different periods when a certain food 
item will be out of season, you can secure an adequate supply at a small invest 
ment, In the course of the year, as the seasons change, you will use up certain 
foods in your locker which will make room for the incoming items (then in sea- 
son) so that with a little study, you can keep your locker full the year ‘round 
and yet not overcrowd it, 

The calendar below is not adaptable to every part of the country because of
